It is well known to you, gentlemen, that 
the individual in this chair can, of himself, do nothing. The question, whether order 
and dignity shall be preserved in its proceedings, rests with the house itself. It is, 
only, by the united aid and concurrence of the members, that the-presiding officer can 
make himself useful to them, or maintain the dignity of the place they have chosen to 
confer upon him. I am not so vain as to suppose I shall avoid mistakes and errors. 
shall often stand in need of your most kind and charitable construction; and in this re- 
spect I cheerfully repose myself upon the good feeling and honorable sentiments of eve- 
ry gentleman in the house.

iN reviewing the internal concerns of the State, for the year past) our attention can- 
not be withheld from noticing the general comfort and prosperity that prevails. Under 
the protecting care of a kind Providence, our citizens have enjoyed a good degree of 
health, and the produce of the year is believed to be amply sufficient for their subsistence ; 
good order and an increasing attention to education and good-morals have prevailed; our 
civil and religious privileges have been preserved; and every man has been left free to 
pursue his own happiness, in the manner most agreeable to his inclination, and not in- 
consistent with the rights and happiness of others. To this general prosperity we have 
to lament that there are some painful exceptions. The uncommon rains in the month of 
July last, have, in some sections of the State, caused the destruction of a very large amount, 
of property both public and private, as well as the lives of several of our fellow-citizens ; 
and in some towns, in addition to individual losses, the cost of repairing the roads and 
rebuilding the bridges will prove so burdensome as to give them strong claims upon their 
fellow-citizens for aid. 

In governments founded by the people, for the security of their persons, their property, 
and their privileges, the meeting of A ee representatives will ever be viewed with the 
most lively interest: For coming from every part of the government, they must necessa- 
rily possess a knowledge of all the wants, as well as the wishes, of their constituents. 
As no human wisdom can devise a code of laws, which will permanently apply to the 
ever-varying interests and pursuits of civilized man, frequent meetings of the Legislature, 
therefore, become indispensibly necessary, to examine the operation of the laws on the 
various subjects to which they apply,—to rescind such as are unnecessary, or have pro- 
ved oppressive in their application, and to provide such others as the varying circumstan- 
ces of the community may render necessary. Nevertheless, a system of legal provisions, 
whose application has been settled by long usage, should be approached with great cau- 
tion, and should be altered only upon mature deliberation, and a full conviction that the 
public interest would be essentially promoted by the alteration. , - i 

_ Our system of jurisprudence had its origin in a foreign country, and in the ages of an- 
tiquity, when the civil and political rights of man were imperfectly understood, and but 
little regarded ; being modified so as to conform to our free institutions, we have adopted 
it as our own; and, as modified, it is, with few exceptions, admirably calculated to pro- 
tect the rights and interests of the community. That feature in our code, which author- 
azes Imprisonment for debt, when there is no appearance of fraud, seems, however, not 
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io be in accordanee with the improvements in jurisprudence, nor in unison with the spirit 


of the age; and public opinion calls loudly for its

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present condition of our roads, the more bulky products of agriculture, of our forests, and 
of our mountains, excepting so much as are necessary for the use of our inhabitants, are 
valueless. The inhabitants of that portion of the state, which is situated in the vicinity 
of Lake Champlain, throtgh the enlightened policy and enterprize of'a neighboring state, 
have, in a great measure, Deen relieved from the burden which bears so heavily on the 
greater part of the state, and is perhaps felt the more sensibly by the comparison. 

These disadvantages can be obviated only by the creation of some easier and cheaper 
mode of transportation, from the different sections of the State, to the market towns.— 
For what is saved in the cost of transportation, will be added to the value of our products. 
The same causes, which operate so unfavorably to our agriculture, will also prevent the 
establishment of manufactures,to any considerable extent. The principal manufacturing 
establishments of our country have been, and, to be profitable, ever must be, located in 
those places which possess the greatest facilities for transporting the raw materials, pro- 
visions, and manufactured articles. If some safe, cheap and expeditious means of com- 
munication with the market towns be constructed, no part of the Union would offer more 
eligible situations for some branches of manufactures than Vermont. The effect of such 
establishments would be, to create a home market for our provisions and raw materials, 
to increase our population, to render more valuable the products of our labor, and conse- 
quently, to increase the means for comfort and happiness. But until some cheaper mode 
of communication shall be effected, we cannot reasonably expect any considerable amount 
of capital to be invested in manufactures, nor the condition of our inhabitants to be ma- 
terially improved. Although the resources of the state, if gradually applied, might do 
much towards the improvement of the means of communication within our own limits ; 
to extend them through the intervening states, to the market towns, would require very 
substantial aid from some other source. It would be decidedly an object of such general 
interest as to come clearly within the rule adopted by Congress, in making appropriations 
for roads and canals in other states. In all which works, Vermont, although paying into 
the national treasury nearly half a million of dollars, annually, has received no benefit, 
ex. ting so far as those works may have added to the aggregate wealth and resources of 
the nation. If a full representation of all these circumstances were made, we might 
witu confidence expect that Congress, upon the same principles, on which it has granted 
aid to other states, would be disposed to afford also very liberal aid towards the accom- 
pliskment of an object or such general utility, and so essential to the interests of this State. 

E have felt it to be my duty to submit these remarks, not with a view that worxs of 
ruch magnitude can be immediately commenced, but asa subject of examination and in- 
quiry. í would, however, suggest the propriety of an expression of the opinion of the 
General Assembly upon the constitutionality and expediency of applying the surplus rev- 
enue of the General Government, after the public debt shall be discharged, to objects of 
internal improvement, within the several states, in the ratio of their representation. 

In offering these views, I have not considered it necessary to express any opinion as to: 
the particular kind of improvement which would prove most beneficial, whether by ca- 
nals, rail-roads, or by rendering more practicable the navigation of our rivers; nor to de- 
signate the commercial towns, to wich they should lead. All these circumstances must 
necessarily depend upon the opinion of those individuals, or public bodies, who may be 
disposed to furnish the necessary funds. 

By aresolution of the General Assembly, passed October 24th, 1828, it became my du- 
ty to request the Governor of Lower Canada to cause the obstructions across the river, at 
the outlet of Lake Memphremagog, to be removed, so that the water in said Lake might 
` be reduced to its former height. Various causes operated to delay an application to the 
Governor of Canada until the month of January last; at which time, having obtained the 
necessary information relating to the injury occasioned by raising the waters of the lake, 
I commenced a correspondence with the Governor of Canada upon the subject. In his 
reply he informed me that he would cause an examination to be made, and in case the 
representation should be confirmed, there would be every disposition, on his part, to effect 
aremedy. Accordingly, in the month of June last, I received a communication notifying 
me that he had deputed a competent person to repair to the lake for the purpose of care- 
fully examining, and reporting upon the effect produced by raising the waters, and signi- 
fying a desire that the person so deputed might be accompanied, in the examination, by 
an agent in behalf of this State. Itherefore authorized James A. Paddock, Esquire, a 
gentleman possessing the necessary qualifications, to proceed to the outlet of the lake, 
and, after viewing the obstsuctions at that place, to accompany the-person appointed by 
the Governor of Canada to the head ofthe lake, and to furnish him with such facilities 
and information as would enable him to obtain a correct knowledge of the damages occa- 
sioned by raising the waters above their natural level. This examination has been made, 
and I am informed, by a late communication from the Governor of Lower Canada, that 
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the examination had so far confirmed the representations made to him, that he had di- 
rected the Attorney General of the Province to take the necessary legal measures to cause 
the obstructions to be removed. In the performance of this duty, I have been under the 


areca of incurring the expense of sending an agent to the Jake to assist in the exami- 


nati As these services were considered necessary, it is presumed the General Assem- ° 
bly will feel disposed to allow the agent a reasonable compensation. 

Among the subjects which will require the attention of the General Assembly, during 
the present session, is the election of a Senator to represent this State in the Senate of 
the United States, for the term of six years from and after the third day of March next, 
in the place of the Hon. Dudley Chase, whose term of setvice will expire at that time. 

There have been forwarded to my care, by the direction of the Secretary of War, one 
hundred and seven copies of Abstracts of Artillery Tactics, and twelve hundred and nine- 
ty-six copies of 4bsiracts of Infantry Tactics: 'There have been also forwarded by the 
Secretary of State, two hundred and ten copies of tha Laws passed at the first session of 
the twenty-first Congress. These books have been committed to the custody of the Li- 
brarian, and are subject to the disposition of the General Assembly. I have also receiv- 
ed communications from the Executives of several of gur sister states, which will season- 
ably be laid before you.

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At the empanneling of the grand jury tor said court, the counsel for said Cleaveland 
challenged one of aad grand jury, and for cause offered to prove by witness, that he had

refused to admit said testimony, but confined the inquiry to the juror’s answers on his own 
oath, and said juror remained and acted on said pannel. At the empanneling of the pe- 
tit jury, for the trial of the cause, the court refused to call over all the jurors empanneled 
for the term, before taking the challenges, but first ordered twelve drawn, and no more, 
until challenges were taken. The council for said Cleayeland challenged some of said 

etit jury for favor, and offered to prove, by witnesses, other than the jurors, that they 
fad formed and expressed opinions in the case against said Cleaveland ; but the court re- 
jected said testimony, and confined the.inquiry to the juror himself; and though the-pe- 
remptory challenges, by law, given to the prisoner, were exhausted, yet two of the jurors 
who sat in the case, as 1s now proyed, had actually formed and expressed opinions against 
the prisoner, on the case, before trial. It appears, one juror was challenged on the part 
of the state, whe, on inquiry, said he had that day been told by'a man with whom he 
rode to court, that he (the juror) had previously expressed an opinion, yet he did not re- 
collect of ever having so done, nor was he now conscious ef ever having formed an opin- 
jon, yetit was poe he might. Said challenge was allowed. It appeared said Han- 
nah Rose was from 30 to 35 years old, of bad character, in Minehead, where she had re- 
sided for many years. She had resided in Irasburgh about one year previous to this 
transaction. She resided with her mother, a Mrs. Frasier, a material witness on the tri- 
al, who was of bad reputation in every respect. Said Cleaveland is a physician, about 
30 years of age, of a fair and unquestioned reputation until this transaction. ‘There was 
testimony tending to show he had illicit connexion with said Hannah, as early as June, 
previous fo the transaction. She was afterwards ın a state of pregnancy, and it appears 
said Cleaveland was applied to, to procure an abortion.—That she tock medicines for 
that purpbse.—That she went and procured herbs, and made and took decoctions, of her 
own preparing, for the purpose, with the mother’s consent.— That with the mother’s ad- 
vice, the said Cleaveland made unsuccessful experiments with a wire for that purpose.— 
That, on the night of the 13th of November last, the said Cleaveland, in attempting to 
procure an abortion, with a sharp-pointed instrument, unintentionally caused-her imme- 
diate death; which resn]t was unpremeditated by said Cleaveland. 

The court charged the jury, among other things, “ That if the respondent did that 
which caused the immediate death of, the said Hannah Rose, as stated by the witnesses, 
and did it with the deliberate intent to destroy the child, and operated with such an in- 
strument, and in such a manner as was attended with danger to the woman, and her death 
ensued—the crime was murder; that any thing short of that would be manslaughter on- 
ly.”—-T’o which severa) decisions of the court in relation to challenges of jurors, together 
with a number of other important questions of law, as decided by court; and to said 
charge, the said Cleaveland, by his counsel, filed exceptions which were signed by the 
judges, and which in the opinion of the committee, ought to have passed to the supreme 
court for final decision. And-said Cleaveland, by his counsel, requested that judgment 
and sentence should be respited until the next session of the supreme court in said coun» ' 
ty; but the court refused so to do, but did proceed to sentence him to be executed on the 
last Friday in October, A. D. 1830.—Said Cleaveland has undergone a rigorous confine- 
mert, from November last, until this tıme, and endured much jn the dungeon of said jail, 
in irons.—And your committee find with the papers referred to them, petitions from va- 
rious parts of the state, urgently praying his pardon, or relief, signed by many hundreds 
of our citizens. E

To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont, now in session: 


The subscriber respectfully submits the following report and accompanying exhibit, 


relative to his proceedings and the situation of the state prison, ending September 30th, 
1830, for their examination :_ ' ~ 


The general assembly are informed, that owing to the greater propoition of convicts 
pardoned last fall being weavers, and the circumstance ofa cansiderable number of pris- 
oners being wera ba on the new prison the-past season, not sọ many Jooms have been 
kept in operation the year past ; consequently a less quantity of cloth has boon manufac- 
tured, amounting this year to 125 thousand yards.—And while F am able to bear testimo- 
ny to the good conduct of the prisoners generally, 1 am also confident that the labors of 
the convicts (in proportion to the number of able men capable of weaving at the com- 
mencement of the past year) have been as great as at any former period ; and it would 
have afforded me pleasure to have communicated that those labors had been equally as 
profitable.—But it is otherwise.—Small indeed has been the encouragement realized 
from weaving coloured cotton goods tlie year past.—Indeed, for the last thrée years, it 
has been gradually declining and growing worse ; and on the’stock of yarn and cloth on 
hand, at the prison, on the 30th of September, 1829, which amounted to about $7,000, I 
have realized but a very small advance exclusive of cost of yarn and colouring. The 
markets of New-York and Boston, where the greatest part of the state veo goods was 
disposed of, have afforded quick sales, but the prices extremely low. F would take the 
liberty of calling the attention of the general assembly to the subject of the present kind 
of labor performed at the state prison, and which has been pursued almost from the com- 
mencement of the state prison operations, viz., the manufacturing of eotton coloured goods 
by hand-looms. For several years since my superintendence at the prison, the weavin 
business has been good and profitable, and when fiye:cents have been realized per yar 
for the labor part.—This resulted frequently in a small balance in favor of the state, after 
paying all expenses for the support off the prison; but at present it is otherwise, and little 
encouragement is in prospect, unless there should be an adyance upon the prices of cot.

The subscribers respectfully submit the following report, relative to their proceedings 
as commissioners for erecting a new wing, or ptison, to be attached to the state prison at 
Windsor, agreeably to instructions received by an act passed by the hon. legislature at 
their last session : 

That in obedience to said instructions, they commenced their tabors immediately after 
the rising of the legislature, and were fortunate in obtaining the stone suitable for ham- 
mering in season for its hep portanon to the prison before winter commenced, which 
enabled them to begin laying the work as early as the 15th of ap last— Fhe work was 
prosecuted until the first of September, without difficulty or accident, when the stone and 
brick work was completed ;—the roof has since been put on, and the outward part of the 
building finished, excepting the glazing. The expenses already accrued in building the 
new prison, amount to $5,954 06, exclusive of the labor obtained from the convicts.— 
The largest item of expense yet to be made upon the prison is the’cell doors, one bundred 
and thirty-six in number.—Should the method be pursued which is contemplated by the 
subscribers, of making and finishing that part of the building within the prison, by the 
convicts, under the direction of g skillful mechanic, your commissioners feel. assured that 
the whole fabric will be completed in all its parts for a less sum than was allowed or na-

Your Committee of Elections, to whom was referred the remonstrance of Nathaniet 
Beach and others, against the election of Oliver Ingham, the returned member from the 
town of Canaan, beg leave to report the following facts in the case : 


It er peared to your committeé that the freemen’s meeting was conducted by the town 
clerk of said Canaan, a son of said Oliver Ingham—the constable being absent. 

The ballotings wére commenced and canducted in the usual form, until about nine 
o'clock at night, without a choice. ` About this time, a cry was made of “ twelve o'clock,” 
which appeared ta have originated in the Beach party—Isaec T. Beach being one of the 
candidates. oo 

About this time, the ballot-box was turned for the eighth or tenth time, and no choice 
appeared to haye been made. The presiding officer called again for the freemen to for- 
ward their ballots for representative, remarking, that they would have time to ballot once 
more before twelve o’clock, if they were quick about it. i 

The ballots were again taken—the result of which. was as follows: Oliver Ingham 
had 21, Isaac T. Beach 18, Elijah Frizzle 13, William Morrill 13 votes. At this time 
the cry of “ twelve o’clock’’ became general. The presiding officer then appéaled to the 
civil authority of the town, who decided it was twelve o'clock, or after. The officer 
then proclaimed that he should receive no more votes that night—that it was twelve 
o’clock, or afier. 

After which, the civil authority and many of ‘the freemen left the house. The presi- 
ding officer, however, at the suggestion of Mr. Steele, asserted that he should not receive 
any more votes unless there was time. After this, several of the Beach party offered 
their votes, which were refused. Immediately upon this, the. house was cleared—the 
peidar officer and Judge Beach being last, extinguished the lights and closed the doors. 

he presiding officer taking the ballot-boxes with him. 

Soon after this, a light was discovered in the town house, and a son of Judge Beach 
went into said house, and ballotings were going on. The light was then extinguished. 
The ballot-box was carried to a light gather on a bench, and Oliver Ingham was de- 


clared to be elected by the presiding officer ;—-the said Ingham having six votes, and 
some other person two yotes—there being eight votes cast. None of the authority were 
present except the said Pone officer. bs appears by the statement of Mr. Steele, a 
witness produced by said Ingham, that he lives thirty-five miles from Canaan, and that he 
did use his influence for I. 'T. Beach, one of the candidates, and at the last balloting he 
used his infiuence for said Ingham.—And that he did state that the call on the freemen to- 
return for te last ballot, must not be made too loud, lest the Beach party would return 
and out-vote them. | 

It further appeared, that it was suggested by the friends of Ingham, previous to the last 
. ballot, that they should not all vote for Ingham, that it might appear like a fair election. 
It did not appear before your committee that said Oliver Ingham had any formal notice 
that his election would be contested, until the remonstrance was here filed against him. 

It did appear, that many of the citizens were of the opinion that said Ingham would 
not attempt to claim a seat in this house. Mr. Beach, a witness, stated that the presiding 
officer informed him that night, that should his father, the said Oliver Ingham, request 
credentials, he should give them, setting forth the whole facts of said freemen’s meeting, 
and .that he did not know but that his credentials did so state, until after the said Ingham 
had started for Montpelier. It was the opinion of said Steele, when Ingham was declared 
elected, it was not twelve o’clock. 

In view of the above facts, your committee are of the opinion, that the election of said 
Oliver Ingham was illegal, and said ee is not entitled to a seat as a member in this 
house.

REPORT: 


To the Hon. General Assembly now sitting— 


Your committee, to whom was referred the bill, providing a compensation to the Hon. 
Bates Turner, respectfully report the following facts, to wit: 

In November, 1828, said Turner was called upon to attend an adjourned term of the 
county court, at Manchester, for the trial of a man on a charge of murder—a distance of 
126 miles—and was absent from home about two weeks: 

On the first of January, 1829, the judges of the supreme court met at Burlington, and 
made the arrangement for the circuit; and it being necesary for three judges to be pres- 
ent to form a quorum, each judge would have had to sit in eight counties, to perform an 
equal share of his official duty. But by reason of the ill health of Judge Skinner, said 

urner was obliged to sit in the whole thirteen counties. When the judges had closed 
the circuit of the supreme court, except in the counties of Orleans and Essex, said Turner 
was obliged to hold a session of the county court at Barlington: and owing to Judge Pad- 
dock’s having been of counsel in many of the causes‘in Orleans and Essex counties, and 
Judge Skinner’s inability to attend, a quorum of the supreme court could not be formed 
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for these counties: And it was concluded to hold adjourned terms in July following 
in said counties. 

In April of the same year, said Turner was called to attend the county court in Rut- 
land county, and attended there about two weeks, doing jury business. He had then to 
return and hold the county court at Burlington, in his own district. = 

In June of the same year, said Turner held an adjourned term at Rutland, to transact 
court business; and owing to Judge Skinner’s ill health, business had accumulated to 
such a degree that it detained said Turner one week.—The distance from St. Albans to 
Rutland is 92 miles. 

- Said Turner was next called on to hold the county court at Middlebury, and attended 
there’ two weeks.—The distance from St. Albans to Middlebury is 60 miles. 

After attending an adjourned term of the supreme court at Burlington, said Turner was 
obliged to attend the adjourned terms of the same court in the counties of Orleans and 
Essex, in July of that year, and was absent from home about three weeks, having to trav- 
el about 270 miles in performing said services. ` 

In performing the aforesaid services, for want of regular stages, said Turner was, many 
times, put to very considerable extra expense. 

T'he dockets in said Turner’s own district were unusually large that year, and, inclu- 
ding the aforementioned extra services, he was absent from home about 300 days. There 
were many long bills ot exceptions, upon which the counsel-could not agree, and which 
he had to make out and send to them after his year had expired. 

On account of his being engaged nearly the whole of the time during that year, either 
in attending with the supreme court, or in the performance of county court business, he 
was unable to prepare for publication any reports for said year. These he has since 
supplied. . 

Baid Turner performed the extra services aforesaid at the request of the judges of the 
county court, and gentlemen of the bar, with assurances that he would be reasonably 
compensated by the state. 


In consideration of the above facts, your committee are satisfied, that the said Bates 
Turner has performed extra services as judge of the supreme court, for which he has re- 
ceived no adequate compensation. Your committee therefore recommend the passage of 
said bill with the following amendment :—“ Strike out from the fourth line the words 
““Stwo hundred and fifty, and insert in lieu thereof the words ‘ five hundred.”

RULES OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES, 


L For the present Session. 


OF THE FORMATION AND DAILY MEETING OF THE HOUSE. 


Fimst.—-The credentials of the members shall be presented to the Secretary of State, - 
or in his absence, the Clerk of the House for the preceding year, either in the morning 
of the day of election, or on the day preceding; who shall make out a list, by counties, 
of such members as shall have presented their credentials; and shall take his seat in tho 
House, at nine o’clock in the morning of the day of olegtion, and having called to order, 
shall praceed to call the members, and when a quorum shall have taken their seats, they 
shall (having first taken the necessary oaths) proceed to the choice of a Speaker and 
Clerk pro tem., and on the nomination of the Speaker, shall appoint a Committee, con- 
sisting of three members from each County, to join such Committee as the Governor and 
Council may appoint, to receive, sort and count the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, Treasurer and Councillors.

REPORT: 


To the General Assembly, now sitting— . 


Your committee, appointed to investigate the facts relative to the insanity and suicide 
of Mr..Schuyler Murdock, late a member of this assembly, report, That slight indications 
of a disordered‘mind appeared in Mr. Murdock, while on his way to Montpelier—That 
these indications became more and more apparent after his arrival at the legislature, and 
resulted in a state of complete insanity. 

- Your committee are not able to assign the cause of this state of mind; but whatever it 
might be, they believe it to have existed prior to his having left home; and that the char- 
acter of the business before the legislature, though not the cause of his insanity, was cal- 
culated to have a peculiarly unfavorably effect on a mind thus disordered. 

It appeared that during the whole time, up to the moment that the fatal deed was com- 
mitted, he uniformly expressed the most afiectionate concern for his family, and an ear- 
nest desire to be with them ;—that on the morning of the 24th inst. under the awful ap- 
prehension that he was that day to be publicly executed, he committed suicide, by cutting 
his own throat, with a view, as your committee think, to escape the dreadful fate which 
he believed to await him. 

Your committee also feel that it is due to those members of this house, and citizens of 
Montpelier, who became particularly acquainted with the situation of Mr. Murdock, to 
state, that he uniformly received the kindest attentions, and every means in their power 
were put in requisition to alleviate his distresses.

. Your agent, appointed Oct. 1829, for the purpose of settling the concerns of the Ver- 
mont State Bank, submits the following statement : : 


Soon after his appointment, he called upon the former agent for the papers and docu- 
ments in his hands, belonging to the state, but did not succeed in obtaining them until 
the seventh day of August last.—At that time a settlement was made with the former 
agent, and the directors of the Vermont State Bank.—Svon after, the undersigned made 
a Journey into the north part of the state, and went into an examination of the property, 
and has annexed hereto a schedule of tho camo, with como remarks. It wouled hardly be 

pha while to go into detail with every demand which is due to the state; but can say, 

generally, that most of the demands are well secured, and might be collected by resorting 
to coercive measures.—Still, in many cases there would he considerable sacrifice of prop- 
erty to those who who are in debted,—as many of them have been expending considera- 
ble part of their earnings in improvements on the lands which they purchased of the 
state. I have in all cases insisted on the payment of the interest annually, and the prin- 
cipal as fast as possible, without creating very great inconvenience and sacrifice of prop - 
erty. There are in the hands of your agent, a large amount of notes, which are consid- 
ered of no value whatever. `The following is a statement of the notes and real estate in 
the hands of the agent, Oct. 1830:

The Committee on Roads and Canals, to whom was referred the petition of the Com- 
pany for rendering Connecticut river navigable by Bellows Falls, and also the petition of 
ames Casey and others, each praying for the renewal of an act passed for their benefit 
in 1805, made a report of the facts in the case, which report, as subsequently.-amended by 
said committee, is as follows, viz.— 


To the General Assembly, now sitiing— 


Your committee, to whom was referred the petition of Alexander Fieming, Agent for 
the Company for rendering Connecticut river navigable by Bellows Falls; and the peti- 
tion of James Casey, on the same subject, beg leave to report the following facts: - 

That in the year 1791, an act was passed granting to Lewis R. Morris, of Springfield, 
in the county of Windsor;-.and William Page, ‘of Charleston, in New-Hampshire, and 
their heirs and assigns forever, the exclusive privilege of locking and continuing Jocks, 
on, or by Bellows Falls, on the west side of Connecticut river, with a toll fixed by said 
act, at 15 pence per ton on loaded boats, with 7 1-2 pence per ton on empty boats, ac~ 
cording to the tons such boats would convey—and also 71-2 pence, for every thousand ` 
feet of boards and timber, &c.—which sums were to remain the rate of toll forever, un- 
less said tolls should be diminished by the suprenife court, after the lapse of 32 years from 
the passing of the act—provided such court should not reduce the tolls so as fo prevent 
the proprietors from receiving 12 per cent. per annum on all actual expenditures. 

A similar act was passed in 1792, containing appropriate words of incorporation, and 
making provision for damage done by flowing lands, &c containing the same rates of 
toll forever—and empowering the supreme court-to appoint three commissioners, at the 
expiration of 31 years, to examine the expenditures and profits of the company, and make 
report to said court; by which act, the act of 1791 was repealed. In 1795 an act was 
passed, granting to said company, the privilege of taking 15 pence per ton on all lumber 

assing through their locks—and also enacting, that said company should erect their 
ocks forty feet long and sixteen feet wide. 

in 1798 an act passed granting the company the privilege, for five years, to take fifty 
cents per ton on loaded boats, 25 cents on empty boats, according to their tonnage, 50 
cents per ton on lumber, except square timber and logs, which were put at the rate of 12 
cents per ton—provided said company should not obstruct or hinder the carting lumber, 
er other loading by said falls as before practised ; and provided the locks should be com- 
pleted for the, safe passage of boats in one year from the passing of said act. 

In 1802 an/act was passed granting to said company, for the term ofone year, the right 
to take 75 éents per ton on leaded boats, 37 1-2 cents per ton on empty boats, according 


lot 


to their tonnage, and 75 cents per toi on lumber; excepting square timber and logs, which 
were to remain at 12 cents per ton only. 

And by said act, Eliakim Spooner, David Wing, jr. and Benjamin Swan, Esquires, 

were appointed, in pursuance of the application of said company, “ to examine into the 
situation of said locks and ‘canal, as they might affect the public with regard to drawin 
by said falls; and also, as it respects the expenditures of said company im erecting and 
keeping in repair said locks and canal, and the annual income of the same,”’ and to make 
report to the general assembly at their next session. And that the clerk of said compa- 
ny make an exhibit respecting the same, to said committee, under oath; and that said 
company ‘do not obstruct the road for carting lumber and other Joading by said falls. 
. In 1803 we find in the journals of that year, page 77, the report of the aforesaid com- 
mittee. We also find on the journals of the same year, page 139, that a memorial of 
Justin and Elias Lyman and others, and 650 inhabitants living on Connecticut river, 
against raising the toll at the canal at Bellows Falls, was referred to a committee. ` 

We also find an act passed the same year, reducing the toll on said canal to 50’cents 
on loaded boats, 25 cents on empty boats, according to their rates of tonnage, 50 cents 
par ton on lumber, excepting on square timber and logs, ‘which was put at the rate of 12 
cents per ton only. with a provision not to obstruct the carting by said falls as‘formerly. 

‘In 1803, we find by the journals of that year, page 76, a report of a committee of the 
legislature relative to said company, which was succeeded by an act, granting to said 
company the privilege, for the term of 12 years, of-establishing their own toll, for trans- 
porting through said locks and canal, by publishing, in January in each year, in certain 
nowspapers then printed, their rates of toll for the succeeding year—providing again for 
not obstructing the road for-carting*by said falls, and suspending for 12 years all ‘former 
acts relating to the regulation of toll, &c. 

In 1817, an act was passed to continue in force the provisions of the act of 1805, for 
the term of 15 years from and after the first day of January, 1818, the provisions of which 
will expire on the first day of January, 1833. 

Your conimittee find, that soon after the commencement of said canal, a Mr. John At- 
kinson (a wealthy merchant of New-York) purchased in 8-9ths of the stock of said com- 
pany, and that a Mr. James Casey purchased in the remainder—and that after expend- 
ing much money in the accomplishment of said works, the said Atkinson became embar- 
rassed in his circumstances, and was under the necessity of mortgaging the same, togeth- 
er with several thousands of dollars of other property, near Bellows Falls, to persons in 
Great-Britain.—That said Atkinson and said Casey are long since’ dead, and that said 
mortgage was foreclosed in chancery in May last past, and that the time for redeemin 
said property expires in May next—and that the sum required for the redemption thereo 
exceeds forty-nine thousand dollars. 

Your committee find, that after said canal and locks were nearly or quite completed, 
that the same were swept away by a freshet, and that the locks were, afterwards, built at 
a great expense, being extended in a different direction, and more commodious for trans- 
portation—being 75 feet in length, and 20 feet in width, which we presume to have been 
taken into the account of expenditures, as contained in the committee’s report to the le- 
gislature, in 1803, above named ; but your committee have no certain knowledge of the 
fact. 

We find that the owners of said locks, have always been accommodating and generous 
towards the transporters of loading through their locks, in the estimation of the amount 
of tonnage. —That there has been no complaint as to the road, for carting by said canal— 
that their tolls have uniformly been lower than at most other locks on the river, consid- 
ering their expense.—That the building of said canal and locks would not probably cost 
at this day of improvement in the art of canalling, over $50,000, exclusive of damage 
done by flowing land, &c.—That from the growing scarcity of lumber, above said fal 5, 
the ease; while da lumber is much less than formerly, and will probably continue to 
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decrease; whil at of other loading, which is much of it carried on wheels, across 
lands, would, stould the navigation of Connecticut river be much improved, be vastly in- 
creased. ‘That an act was passed at the last session of the legislature incorporating a 
company by the name of the Connecticut River Steam-Boat Company, the object of which 
is to improve said navigation, and that great hopes are entertained by many, that such 
. improvement will speedily commence. i 

Ít appears to your committee, from an abstract furnished on oath by the agent of said 
Bellows Falls Company, that the average annual net aig arising from tolls on said ca- 
nal for 25 years last past, or since 1805, has amounted to about $3,000 per annum—or 
about 3 per cent. on $100,000, and that the annual average of repairs for the same term 
including all expenses and the wages of agents of said company, are $1,921 33 per an- . 


— 
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num; and that agreeably to the report of the said committee of 1603, the outlay of the 
company at that time, amounted to the sum of $105,338 13. ; 

Your committee also find, that said Company will shortly be obliged to make repairs 
on said locks and canal: we also find, that the said company have ever appeared friend- 
ly to the general improvement ofthe navigation of Connecticut.river, and have even ap- 
propriated some funds for the removing of bars in said river. ` - 

Your committee find, that a convention was holden at Windsor, in September last past, 
for the purpose of taking into consideration subjects connected with the improvement of 
the navigation of Connecticut river—from the report of which, it does appear that strong 
hopes are entertained that a line of steam-boais will be put upon said river for the trans- 
portation and conveyance of tonnage to and from Hartford in Connecticut, to Wells Riv- 
er in Vermont, in the course of the ensuing year; and that thereby a vast amount of ton- 
nage, that is.now driven over land on wheels, in consequence of the delays and expense 
now suffered in attempting to transport the same to and from market upon said river, 
will speedily return to said river. 

Qn the whole, your committee, not williug to interpose any new obstacles to the future 
improvement of the navigation of Connecticut river on a more extensive scale than here- 
tofore—and believing that said petitioners have not realized that income from the expen- 
ditures in erecting said canal and locks that could have been reasonably expected by them, 
or by the several legislatures who have had their case under consideration, would hum- — 
‘bly recommend the accompanying bill.

To the Hon. General Assembly of the State of Vermont, now sitting : 


Your Committee of Elections, to whom was referred the remonstrance of Rich Stevens, 
against the election of Daniel Rich, the returned member from the town of Maidstone, 
“gsex county, beg leave to report the following facts in the case : 

It appeared to your committee, That, at a freemen’s meeting, holden at Maidstone, 


r 
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county of Essex, on the first Tuesday of September last, Nelson Rich and Spaulding 
Smith offered their votes as freemen of said town, which were rejected by the constable. 
The civil authority were then called, and the laws read by them; and a majority deci- 
ded that the said Rich and Smith were legal voters. The said Rich and Smith offered 
again their votes, which were still rejected by the constable, but they were received by 
the town clerk. . ; 

On counting the ballots, it appeared that Daniel Rich and Rich Stevens bad 19 votes 
each, being all the votes cast, excepting the votes of said Rich and Smith. 'The consta- 
ble declared there was no choice, and called on the freemen to forward their ballots a- _ 
gain. The town clerk then declared that there was a choice—he insisting that the votes 
of said Rich and Smith should be counted. The votes of Rich and Smith were given for 
Rich Stevens. The town clerk declared Rich Stevens to be elected. The ballots were, 
however, again taken, when Daniel Rich had 17 votes—being all the votes cast—and 
was declared duly elected, by the constable. 5 . 

It appeared to your committee, that Nelson Rich is a son of Moody Rich, of Maidstone, 
and that he was twenty-one years old on the first day of May last —That said Nelson 
went to live at his uncle Marshal's, in Northumberland, N. H. a town on Connecticut 
viver, opposite to said Maidstone, (and the lands of said Moody Rich and Marshall being 
from 60 to 80 rods apart) the last of October, 1829.—'That he {said Nelson] continued at 
his uncle’s the principal part-of the time, until about the 20th of April, 1830. —T'hat he 
went to school during the winter, and about the,20th of said April he started with a stud 
horse, to go on routes before advertised by said Nelson, which were on Connecticut riv- 
er, in Vermont and New-Hampshire, three days every week in each state. Said Nelson 
continued this business till about the 20th of July following—after which he continued at 
his uncle Marshal’s the principal part of the time, till said freemen’s meeting. 

It appeared to your committee, that Spaulding Smith is a son of: Simon Smith, of said 
Maidstone—that he moved into said town in March, 1828, and has given in his list, and 
voted in said town, at freemen’s meeting, ever since—that he kept his stud-horse at his 
father’s the two first years.—The last year said Smith kept his stud-horse at Geo. Rich's, 
in Northumberland, N. H. excepting while he was on his routes with said stud-horse, 
which was about 10 or 11 weeks, and terminated about the 20th of July last.—For this 
last period, he was at Plymouth, N. H.—His poll, stud and gelding horse were listed in 
Maidstone, the ist of April, 1830. During ths last year, said Smith made a journey to 
the southern states, and was absent most ofthe winter. l , 

After his return from the south, which was about the 30th of January, he passed two 
thirds of his time at said Geo. Rich’s, and the remainder of the time at his father’s, in 
Maidstone, up to the time he started on his routes with his stud-horse, as before stated, 
excepting during an absence of three weeks, on a journey to Concord, N. H. ` After he 
had finished his routes with his stud, he passed the time at Geo. Rich’s, in Northumber 
land, and at his father’s in Maidstone, and in other places in that vicinity, and was at hi» 
father’s during the week prior to said election, in September last. 

The sitting member eelitbited to your committee several depositions to prove that said 
Spaulding Smith was a resident of Northumberland, N. H.—That he was at Geo. Rich’s 
nearly all the time, excepting while absent from that section of the country, on journeys, 
&c. from the first of September, 1829, until one week prior to said freemen’s meeting, in 
1830, when be went to his father’s in Maidstone. 

And also, that said Nelson Rich went to his uncle's,in Northuroberland, N. IH. in Oc- 
tober, 1829-—that he continued there, generally, until the day of said freemen’s meeting, ` 
with the exception of a period from the 20th of April to the 20th of July last, during which 
time he-was on his routes with his stud-horse. . 

The sitting member also introduced depositions shewing that the call on the civil au- 
thority was partial, and that such of them only were called as were known to be friendly 
to the admission of the two contested votes; and that sufficient time was not given for 
the authority to get together before the decision was made. The testimony upon the 
points were conflicting. The depositions thus exhibited by the sitting member, were 
taken without notice to the adverse party, and were for that cause objected to; but your 
committee admitted them. The said depositions were also objected to, beeause they 
were taken before one Life C. Worth, who acted as a magistrate in the town of Victory. 

By reference to the journal of the house of last year, it appeared to your committee 
that the name of said magistrate was recorded Eliphalet C. Worth. It appeared satisfac- 
torily to your committee, that Life C. Worth, the acting magistrate as aforesaid, was the 
person who was intended to be appointed a justice of the peace for the county of Essex— 
that there was no such person in Victory, or said county, as Eliphalet C. W orth.—Y our 
committee therefore considered the variation in the name as a mere mistake, and admit- 
ted the depositions. + = 
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In view of the above facts, your committee are of the opinion that said Nelson Rich and 
Spaulding Smith were legal voters in said town of Maidstone, and that their votes ought 
to have been received by the constable, at the freemen’s meeting in Maidstone, the first 
Tuesday of September last. And your committee are of the opinion that said Daniel 
Rich was not duly elected by the freemen of Maidstone, and is not entitled to a seat as a 
member in this house: But that Rich Stevens was duly elected by the freemen of said 
Maidstone, and is entitled to a seat as a member in this house. l 

And your committee further report, and unanimously recommend the adoption of the 
following resolutions :— -` : 

Resolved, 'That Daniel Rich, the returned member to this house from the town of Maid- 
stone, in the county of Essex, was not duly elected by the freemen of Maidstone, and is 
not entitled to a seat in this house. i 

Resolved, That Rich Stevens was duly elected by the freemen of Maidstone, in the 
- connty of Essex, and is entitled to a seat as a member in this house.

The speaker communicated to the house the following REPORT of the commission- 
18 appointed under the act entitled, “ an act for the benefit of the deaf and dumb,” viz.— 


To the Legislature of the State of Vermont— 

The undersigned commissioners, appointed under an act entitled, “ an act for the ben- 
efit of the deaf and dumb,” respectfully report, That there now are at the American Asy- 
lum, at the expense of this state, fifteen beneficiaries ;—of these, two are of the class of 
1827—three of the class of 1828—four of the class of 1829, and™five of the class of 1830. 
The regular term of each beneficiary expires in four years from the time of admission, 
There is, however, one pupil of the class of 1826, who is now permitted to make up about 
one year, which he has lost by sickness and absence from the Asylum. 

The expenses of each pupil, exclusive of contingent expenses, are one hundred and 
fifteen dollars per year, to be paid in advance, semi-annually. The number of pupils has 
been reduced from 21 to 15; and the ensuing year, there will be a corresponding diminu- 
tion of expense. 

The semi-annual payment, exclusive of contingent expenses, for fifteen pupils, is 
00 50. The contingent expenses for the same period will probably amount to about 
There is now due to the Asylum the sum of $1,100, including a balance $144 31 due 
in account for the last half year, and reckoning the contingent expenses at $93 19.— 
- There is in the hands of the commissioners, $480 11, and in the treasury of the state, 
$530 00, paid on bonds; and there is also, an unexpended appropriation of $1,500 00— 
which several sums amount to $2,480 11.—This sum is at the disposal of the board of 
commissioners, for the object contemplated by the appropriation. 

The legislature passed an act, Nov. 9, 1825, directing the treasurer to pay to the order 
of the commissioners, not exceeding $3,000 per annum, for four years ;—the construc- 
tion which the commissioners and the treasurer have given to this act, has been, that if 
the whole sum of $3,000 should not be expended in any given year, the balance could 
not be transferred io meet the expenditures of a subsequent year. 

In consequenee òf this construction of said act, there remains unexpended of that ap- 
propriation, the sum of $2,300, over which the board of commissioners do not assume 
any control. : l 

To meet the sum due to the Asylum, for the last half of the preceding year, the com- 
missioners drew from the treasury the sum of $1,200.—This sum was taken from the ~ 
appropriation of 1829. It will therefore be perceived, that the sums-now appropriated, 
over which the board of commissioners have any control, are not sufficient to justify, for 
the present year, any increase of the number of beneficiaries, or to authorize the commis- 
sioners to adopt any measures in contemplation of future operations of the board, the 
prosecution of which would necessarily require expenditures beyond the sums already 
appropriated by law. The Asylum has been visited, the present year, by the Hon. 
Chauncey Langdon, and the commissioners take pleasure in communicating that the con- 


cerns of said institution continue to be conducted to their entire satisfaction.

REPORT: 
To the General Assembly, now sitting — 


Your committee, to whom was referred the said resolution, beg leave to report, That 
some twenty years since, there was a turnpike, commonly called the Passumpsic turn- 
ike, laid out and established from Weljs River, so called, through the towns of Ryegate, 
Barnet and Waterford, to St. Johnsbury, which, from the unevenness and badness of the 
ground over which it-was laid, and the neglect of the corporation to aay the same in re- 
pair, was, several times, indicted by the grand jury for the county of Caledonia. 
That about the year eighteen hundred and eighteen, the corporation cbhtained an act 
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from the legislature, authorizing them to survey their said road, and establis! it in suçh a 
situation and manner, as would accommodate the public travel. + 

"That no survey being made by the said corporation, and the publie being deprived of a 
useful and convenient road, the inhabitants of the said towns petitioned the supreme 
court, at their annual session, helden at Danville, in the county of Caledonia,in the year 
1824, to appoint a committee to survey, lay out, and establish a public road through those 
towns, near said turnpike, which committee was appointed by said court, at said term, 
and proceeded to lay out and establish said road, and made return of their doings to said 
court, at their session, at Danville, in the year ent agreeably ta the order made by said’ 
court, which report of said committee was accepted by the said court, and said road or- 
dered to be made by the aforesaid towns. 

And the said towns, in obedience to the said order, made and completed said road, 
through the towns of Newbury, Barnet, Waterford and St. Jchnsbury, expending there- 
on from fifteen to twenty hundred dollars; and the road so made, with the exception of 
about half a mile, became the common travelled road for the accommodation of ihe pub- 
Jic—-the turnpike gate being continued, and tolls taken thereon by the corporation. 

Your committee find that said town of Ryegate omitted to make their road, agreeably 
to the said order, and proeured acts of the Jegislature, in the years 1826, 1828 and 1829, 
suspending the making of said road, at different periods, until the present year; when 
the last mentioned town became indicted by the grand jury for the county of Caledonia, 
for their said neglect. ; 

The proprietors of the greater part of the turnpike shares, having deceased, and the 
turnpike being of little or no value, the shares were purchased in by sundry persons, by 
and with the eonsent of Ryegate, at about fifty-four cents the share; and said town of 
Ryegate, having obtained an act of the legislature, in the year 1828, authorizing said town 
to hold turnpike shares in said corporation, your committee find, that about one year since, 
the said town ef Ryegate being indicted for their neglect, and being bound to make said 
road, the selečtmen of said town, at the request of said town, promised the said corpora- 
tion to pray out-a committee, and re-survey said turnpike road; and thereby laid cut and, 
established said turnpike almost wholly upon the said public road, so laid out as afore- 
said, through all the aforesaid towns, as well upon that part which had been made, as that 
which had not; and the said town of Ryegate then paid the expense of so re-surveying 
said turnpike, and hath since been at the expense of tae thousedidellars to make and 
put said turnpike in repair—most of which is now completed, and wholly at the expense 
of the towns through which it passes. 

Your committee also find, that the said corporation ever have, and still doth continue 
to keep a toll-gate upon that part of the road, which is not, nor cannot be avoided, taking 
tolls as cstablished by; law, at said gate, and claim to have and exercise the rights and 
privileges of a corporation. 

Your committee therefore recommend the ađoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, The governor and council concurring herein, That the state’s attorney for 
the county of Caledonia, be, and he is hereby, directed and instructed, at the county
